Dublin so suddenly?" the reporter asked.

"Certainly; I havo long contemplated a visit 


to America for the purpose of Boeing the coun- 
try and for business reasons. The telegraphed 
statements aro entirely devoid of foundation. 
Tho chief purpose of my business is commer- 
cial I have long bean wanting to visit Chi- 
cago, St Louis and St Paul, and other largo 
flour exporting centers, in connection with 
business of my firm in Dublin, which deals 
largely in American flour. 
The length of my 


stay is uncertain. . It will at tho shortest ox- 
tond to several weeks. 
My decision to como 


was hastened by the request of Mr. Sheridan 
that I should givo.flvidenco in tho extradition 
proceedings now ponding against him.
